Organization of a toxic 
round-up day in Didsbury is in 
question after county fire de¬ 
partments decided against be¬ 
ing responsible for the pro¬ 
gram. 

County of Mountain View 
Fire Chiefs Association spokes¬ 
person John Whitesell said fire 
departments will no longer 
organize the annual round-up 
day this year because of the in¬ 
creased costs. 

"The individual fire chiefs 
have decided the municipalities 
will have to organize it from 
now on," he said. "The costs 
are just becoming too great." 

Cost of the one day annual 
program, created by Alberta 
Environment in 1988, was 
originally paid for entirely by 
the Alberta Special Waste 
Management Corporation. A 
gradual phase-out of provincial 
involvement in costs began last 
year. In 1991, municipalities 
were responsible for 1/3 of the 
associated costs. This year, they 
are responsible for 2/3. In 1993, 
municipalities be expected to 
pay all costs. These costs are for 
collecting, handling and 
shipping of the material. 
Processing costs are paid by 
Alberta Special Waste Manage¬ 
ment. 

Whitesell said county 
municipalities paid over $7,800 
for last year's round-up. Many 
towns, including Didsbury, 
took the money to pay their 
share from fire department 
budgets. 

But Didsbury Town Ad¬ 
ministrator Mike Storey said the 
money for last year's toxic 
round-up did not actually come 
from the Didsbury fire depart¬ 
ment's coffers. 

"We haven't talked to 
them about his decision yet," 
he said. "But last year budget¬ 
ing for the fire department was 
increased to cover the costs. So 
while the cost did come from 
their budget it was over and 
above what they were actually 
allotted."

Hopfe said. 

Fire destroyed the previous 
hay processing plant, located in 
the former Didsbury Auction 
Mart east of town, last January 
24. It had been operating for 
only two months before being 
shut down by the fire. Destruc¬ 
tion of the plant put more than 
30 people out of work. 

The fire was labeled acci¬ 
dental after fire fighters discov¬ 
ered a piece of hot metal had

Mount View Health Unit is 
changing the advice for feeding 
babies to be consistent with 
current Canadian Pediatric Soci¬ 
ety recommendations We will be 
now advising parents of non¬ 
breast fed babies to offer 
iron-fortified infant formula until 
the baby is 9-12 months of age. 
Furthermore, whole cow's (or 
homogenized) milk should not be 
introduced before 9 months of 
age. Breast milk is the preferred 
milk for infants until 12.months of 
age. These recommendations will 
help to ensure children have 
adequate iron and iron stores for 
their rapid growth. 

Infant diets low in iron have 
been linked to poor growth, 
slower learning, shorter attention 
span and limited physical activ¬ 
ity, An iron deficiency can 
permanently affect childhood 
development so it is important to 
ensure a diet adequate in iron 
during infancy. 

Other dietary sources of iron 
for babies are also important. 
Iron fortified infant cereals and 
meats are high in iron and should 
be offered to babies as they are 
able to eat solids

Being from Manitoba, I grew up believing unions 
were God's gift to the employed. Lately, I have begun to 
question that belief. 

It seems on every channel you turn to these days, 
be it radio or television, there are reports about union 
negotiations at a stalemate over salary issues. The NHL 
players' strike is a good example. The unionized are 
demanding significant increases in wage despite tough 
economic times, most often leaving the public as the 
loser. 

It appears that unions are trying to negotiate 
themselves out of a job. Granted, there are many cases 
where salary increases are warranted and particularily 
deserved, but in the majority of cases, people making a 
good wage before their contracts expire suddenly de¬ 
cide they are underpaid. Where do they suppose the 
money will come from? 

Unionized workers employed by my tax dollars, 
who repeatedly threaten or actually strike for higher 
wages, burn me the most. Postal workers go on strike 
nearly every year for higher wages in a job they would 
be paid half their current salary for in private industry. 
And we all pay for it by suffering with pricey stamps. 
Hospital employees are another example. While I have 
the utmost respect for people in the nursing profession, 

I just don't understand why they insist on more wages 
when the province is cutting back on hospital operating 
grants. The higher their salary demands, the more likely 
they will be laid off later because the hospitals can't af¬ 
ford to keep them on staff. 

Most people who work in the nonunionized in¬ 
dustries don't have the luxury of demanding higher 
salaries every year. Many times they take their cost-of- 
living increase home and consider themselves lucky, 
especially in today's job market. Those who do get 
significant increases do so because of merit, not 
because of threat. 

Unions once had a place in this country, taking care 
of workers oppressed by factory owners and other 
unscrupulous employers, but today, as in Manitoba, 
they are bleeding the coffers dry. There are still many 
good reasons why unions should continue to exist, but 
collective screw tightening for wages isn't one of them.

$30.00 fine for parking on the 
yellow line. 

The town council, at the F eb. 
22, 1992 meeting, wrote the 
following statement in the letter 


"the local residents understand 
this action and have not voiced 
any displeasure with this action 
to town council." The question is 
how can a tax paying resident 
voice any displeasure when the 
subject of Handicapped Parking 
wasn't made to the handicapped 
residents of this town? 

A call was made to Mike 
Storey before this letter came and 
at that time he said each business 
was responsible for one foot in 
front of their business. The 
ramps I've encountered are 
usually about a three foot 
buildup; therefore, leaving 2/3 of 
the area on town property, and 


also said there was no grant 
money available. The only 
accessible eatery in town we were 
informed by a waitress not to 
come back again if we moved a 
chair leaving it in the isle. 

I know of a wheelchair that 
could be borrowed and I'd like to 
challenge EACH and EVERY 
COUNCILLOR, MAYOR and 
CHIEF ADMINISTRATIVE OF¬ 
FICER to wheel into a few 
businesses unassisted, except 
IGA Waiting for your appoint¬ 
ments.

EFile claims disputed 


Dear E ditor: 

Re.: March 26, 1992 story, 
"New EFile saves taxpayers 
time," reminds me of the old 
saying: "I'm from the govern¬ 
ment and I'm here to help you." 

We are just as glad as 
anyone to see Revenue Canada 
attempting to get up-to-date We 
also welcome'electronic filing' as 
a new tool which, properly used, 
should over-all be beneficial to 
clients, and hopefully to our own 
bottom line as well. No question, 
within a few years accountants 
will have no other practical 
option. 

Of course, what is "new" is 
not computer preparation, which 
we have all been doing for years, 
but simply the way the taxpayer's 
return is initially communicated 
to Revenue Canada: by pushing 
a button instead of by mail. 
Back-up documentation will still 
have to be mailed in most cases, 
to say nothing of the accountant's 
brain-work' before anything can 
be safely entrusted to Revenue 
Canada 

'Electronic filing' will no 
doubt process some refunds more 
quickly—but so will the bill arrive 


sooner for those with a balance to 
pay. Besides, while accountants 
cannot 'create' refunds, anymore 
than Revenue Canada or the 
computer can, they have to work 
to establish the entitlement 
before 'E Filing' or mailing the 
return. 

When Ms. Pross refers to 
"the middleman" I'm sure she 
does not mean the accountant- 
i.e., herself. Further in the story 
however, Revenue Canada hopes 
"to eventually link up home 
computers," which pretty clearly 
indicates who they think the 
"middleman" is. To quote an 
official Revenue Canada publica¬ 
tion: "the public does not need 
the services of a professional 
accountant to EFile." 

Having said the above, a few 
caveats with regard to the 'new 
system'— 

1. There is a danger returns 
will be'filed' too hastily, either to 
access a refund more quickly, or 
to placate a client who might 
resist or complain of the 
accountant's fee In our experi¬ 
ence, most errors are caused by 
either the accountant or the client 
being too quick to complete a 


proper return. Where such haste 
results in taxable income being 
omitted or understated, the 
taxpaper, and/or his accountant 
may subsequently find them¬ 
selves in difficulties 

2. We have some concern, 
that electronic filing may be 
perceived as a substitute for an 
experienced accountant's advice I 

The lack of such advice where 
needed will certainly be more 
costly than the 'saving' of the 
accountant's fee, or the paper 
and mailing costs. i 

4 Proper returns are still 
required to be printed out for the 
client and for the client's file. 

Also a special paper back-up 
'return' still has to be mailed to 
Revenue Canada, along some 
receipts and documentation sub¬ 
sequently requested by Revenue 
Canada 

5. Many returns will prob¬ 
ably be assessed first and 
checked later This means more 
time to do cross-checking with 
third party information This will 
no doubt result in more re¬ 
assessments and reductions of 
refunds Otherwise, Revenue

The major theme in this 
year's Throne Speech is that the 
provincial government will con¬ 
tinue to be responsive to the 
needs and values of Albertans.

chamber, are expected to be

Of particular importance, is 
the government's commitment to 
provide new market initiatives to 
boost the economy and to sell off 
more government-owned com¬ 
panies. Assistance for the manu¬ 
facturing sector and new market 
development initiatives for agri¬ 
culture are expected to stimulate 
the economy Recognizing the 
limits of present economic 


conditions, the government vow¬ 
ed to take measures both at home 
and abroad which would benefit 
the economy and create jobs for 
Albertans.

Results from a recent re¬ 
search trial conduced by Alberta 
Agriculture in cooperation with 
Agriculture Canada demonstrate 
ultrasound can be used to predict 
both subcutaneous (under the 
skin) fat depth and ribeye area in 
sheep. 

"If you know a lamb's 
weight, a measurement of the 
depth of fat under the skin will 
provide a good estimate of 
carcass lean meat yield, while the 
measurement of the area of the 
ribeye muscle provides an 
estimate of overall carcass 
muscling,'' says Stanford. 

Previous attempts at predict¬ 
ing carcass composition in sheep 
were only moderately successful 
she notes. "Some physical 
characteristics of sheep, such as 
the presence of wool, loose skin 
and a mobile subcutaneous fat 
layer made it difficult to collect 
accurate ultrasound measure¬ 
ments " 

This study, she adds, de¬ 
monstrates recent advances in 
ultrasound technology have im¬ 
proved the accuracy in predicting 
a sheep's carcass composition 
Stanford predicts an increasing 
use of real-time ultrasound as a 
tool for the selection of sheep 
breeding stock. 


Ultrasound may be a tool to 
help lamb producers meet the 
challenge of providing leaner 
lamb says an Alberta Agriculture 
sheep specialist. 

In response to consumer 
demand for leaner lamb, a new 
classification system for lamb 
carcasses is expected this fall 
says K im Stanford of the beef 
cattle and sheep branch The new 
system proposes paying, produc¬ 
ers for their slaughter lambs 
based in part on the percentage 
of lean meat in the carcass. 

"The challenge to sheep 
producers will be in selecting 
breeding stock to meet the 
consumer demand for lean, 
muscular lamb," Stanford says. 

Predicting a lamb's carcass 
composition by visual appraisal is 
difficult she says. "By the time 
the lambs are hanging from the 
rail in the slaughter plant, it's a 
little too late to save lean, 
well-muscled lambs for breeding 
stock." 

One possible means of 
predicting carcass composition in 
live sheep is the use of real-time 
ultrasound Real-time ultrasound 
provides an image of body tissues 
and has been used for pregnancy 
diagnosis both for humans and 
sheep. _

Canola varieties sweep province 


Ultrabred canola varieties 
swept the province in popularity 
this past season, according to 
Alberta Pool's 1991 variety 
survey, The varieties Colt, 
Horizon, and Legend combined 
to capture a significant amount of 
the province's canola acreage- 
doubling the results of the same 
survey in 1990. 

Now, the results of an 
omnibus study completed by an 
independent research firm back¬ 
up the Pool's findings 

The omnibus study was 
conducted by Calgary research 
firm The Dunvegan Group last 
fall. With both surveys having 


similar results, Ultrabred Super¬ 
visor Keith Martin says there's 
no question that Ultrabred 
varieties have increased in 
popularity. 

"The numbers clearly show 
the wide acceptance of Ultrabred 
varieties throughout the prov- 
vince," he says. 

With the number of new 
canola varieties that have become 
available to Alberta farmers over 
the last few years, the success of 
the Ultrabred varieties is no 
mean feat for Alberta Pool. 

Horizon, a variety with 
better lodging resistance and 
higher yields than Tobin, was 


grown on 34 percent of Alberta 
farms growing Polish canola 
varieties last year according to 
Dunvegan's results. Colt, anoth¬ 
er Polis-type variety increased 
significantly in usage over 1990 
figures 

In the Argentine-type varie¬ 
ties, Legend, doubled its 1990 
acreage according to Alberta 
Pool's study, capturing 17 
percent of the Argentine market. 
Martin says Legend has caught 
on especially well in the eastern 
part of -the province, where, 
compared to Westar, its higher 
yield and superior tolerance to 
blackleg really show up 


"The omnibus study con¬ 
firms the strength of Alberta 
Pool's Ultrabred canola in the 
marketplace," says Martin. 
"These varieties have been well 
accepted by farmers." 

In total, close to a million 
acres of Ultrabred canola were 
seeded by Alberta farmers in 
1991. Martin says the higher 
yields delivered by these three 
varieties will generate millions of 
dollars in extra revenue for 
Alberta farmers. "The spin-off is 
good for all of Alberta." 

These varieties are the result 
of a small research program 
established by Alberta Pool 


fourteen years ago. The Ultra- 
bred canola research program 
has grown steadily to include, a 
state-of-the-art canola testing 
laboratory and over 20,000 test 
plots at eight different sites 
throughout the province covering 
a total of 90 acres of land. 

"The success of our early 
Ultrabred varieties has enabled 
us to really get the research ball 
rolling," says Martin "With 
many more varieties in the 
research pipeline, farmers can 
expect to see more improvements 
in all crops, not just canola." 


Feed weed options provide farmers with certainty 


How much would you pay at 
seeding time to guarantee a 
minimum price for your crop 
after harvest? What if you also 
had the opportunity to take 
advantage of any price increase 
between now and then? 

Spring is just around the 
corner, and growers are once 
again looking for ways to reduce 
market risk and improve the price 
they get.

1. A put option is designed 
for the seller of feed wheat, 
generally the grower. This 
person puts feed wheat on the 
market, hence the term "put" 
option. 

The purchaser of a put 
option has the right to sell a 
particular feed wheat futures 
contract at a pre-determined

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price at any time during the life 
of the option, but is not obligated 
to use his right. This feature 
provides, in effect, price insur¬ 
ance against the possibility of 
declining prices for the cost of an 
insurance premium 

2. A call option is designed 
for the buyer of feed wheat, such 
as a feedlot, who is seeking 
protection against rising prices. 
This person calls feed wheat off 
the market, hence the term 
"call" option. The purchaser of a 
call option has the right to buy a 


particular futures contract at a 
pre-determined price at any time 
during the life of the option, but 
is not obligated to use his 
contract. 

Besides getting protection 
from rising prices, for the cost of 
an insurance premium, call 
option buyers can still benefit 
from falling prices, because they 
are not locked in to a specific 
price. 

With spring fast approach¬ 
ing, it's tempting to focus on 
seeding and forget about market¬ 


ing But both are critical if you 
want top returns from this year's 
feed wheat crop.

Program to de-mystify

A key to success in farming 
today is knowledge- awareness of

It was to meet this need for 
knowledge that The Winnipeg 
Commodity E xchange (WCE ) has 
conducted an extensive educa¬ 
tional program on how farmers 
may benefit from trading in 
options on its canola futures 
contracts. The program was 
launched soon after the WCE 
started trading with canola 
options last September 

Since then the WCE has held 
200 meetings of farmers in the 
three prairie provinces and 
northern British Columbia.

introduced in the future. The 
market will be expanded in a 
carefully measured way, in order 
to have thorough understanding 
of how each commodity can best 
benefit from options trading.

Millions of dollars are being 
spent locally by contractors 
working to build the Shell Canada 
natural gas plant near Caroline. 

Ben Magnusson, Shell Cana¬ 
da Caroline project director, said 
a total of $78 million been spent 
in the local area to date 

"That's 30 percent of our 
total expenditures," Magnusson 
said "We have spent $600 
million to date on the entire 
project." 

The area, as defined by 
Shell, includes Innisfail, Rocky 
Mountain House, Caroline, Sun- 
dre, Olds, Didsbury, Cremona 
and Carstairs. 

Construction of the Caroline 
project began in October 1990 
and is expected to be completed 
by late 1992. Total exploration 
and development cost • of the 
natural gas reserve is expected to 
cost around $950 million. Total 
revenues from the project are 
estimated at $10 billion over the 
plant's 25-year operation. 

Development of the project 
began in 1986 when the natural 
gas field was discovered. Mag¬ 
nusson said the reserve itself 
contains 56 billion cubic meters 
or 2 trillion cubic feet of raw gas 
This represents 10 percent of 
Alberta's proven natural gas 
liquids and 25 percent of its 
remaining sulphur reserves. 

"At this size, it is the most 
significant discovery in the last 


20 years in Canada," Magnusson 
said "And it is being developed 
without government involve¬ 
ment." 

Once completed, the plant 
will process about 300 million 
cubic feet of raw gas per day. 
About 28,000 barrels a day of 
natural gas liquids will be 


transported by pipeline to Ed¬ 
monton for further processing or 
distribution Liquid sulphur 
drawn from the reserve will be 
piped to a sulphur forming 
facility at Shantz (near the 
Mobile Harmattan plant) where it 
will be cooled in to pellets for rail 
transportation to the coast About 


V4 of the sulphur recovered from 
the site will stay in Alberta The 
remainder will be shipped to 
overseas markets. 

Currently, Magnusson said, 
construction of the project is 
about 35 percent complete 
Construction work is at its peak, 
with over 2,000 workers currently 
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Caroline rising

The Shell Caroline Project is 
a shared project with Shell 
Canada holding about 72 percent 
interest in the field. Other 
working partners in the project 
are Husky, Union Pacific Re¬ 
sources, Atcor, Numac, Norcen, 
Pan Canadian, Altana and 
Precambrian Shield Resources.

vimy Kiage Dattie remembered 


April 9, 1917 is considered 
one of the greatest moments in 
Canadian military history. 

"It was Canada from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific on parade 
I thought then that in those 
few minutes I witnessed the birth 
of a nation." 

This was how Brigadier- 
General Alexander Ross recalled 
Canada's capture of Vimy Ridge, 
a victory that inspired a nation 
It was 75 years ago on April 
9, that the Canadian Corps scaled 
the heights of glory 

Vimy was the first place 
where all Canadian soldiers 
fighting in France came together 
to perform as a single unit. 
Separately, they had won admira¬ 
tion in various engagements - 
Ypres, Festubert, the Somme 
Then, late in 1916, they were 
brought together to prepare for 
an assault on the German Army's 
strongest position in northwest 
France 

Vimy Ridge was a formid¬ 
able barrier, guarding the way to 
mines and factories that fuelled 
the enemy war effort It enjoyed 
many natural defensive advan¬ 
tages and was reinforced regular¬ 
ly. In 1915 alone, more than 
130,000 French soldiers had been 
killed or wounded in an attempt 
to reach the top 

Superb planning .and train¬ 
ing ensured that the Canadian 
Corps would not suffer the same 
fate. A full-scale replica of the 


battleground was laid out behind 
Canadian lines. Aerial photo¬ 
graphs updated defensive 
changes. Tunnellers cut out 
paths under the chalky ground, 
allowing the infantry to start their 
attack four miles closer to their 
objective. 

The Germans knew the 
Canadians were coming, but they 
didn't know when. One of the 
enemy intelligence reports noted 
that the Canadians were "well 
suited to assault and never 
desert." 

The attack itself was preced¬ 
ed by a "week of suffering" 
during which every available 
Canadian gun tried to soften up 
the enemy defences. 

At 5:30 a m. on April 9 the 
waiting was over. One hour 
before zero hour, snow fell and 
wind-blown sleet started blowing 
in to the faces of the enemy. 

Some 15,000 Canadians 
were in the first wave. Resistance 
was weak at first, but stiffened 
once the Germans realized their 
impregnable fortress was in 
danger of falling But all the 
training paid off Unlike other 
armies which had advanced 
blindly en masse, the Canadians 
made for previously-pinpointed 
targets It was a triumph of 
courage and tactics. 

As swift as victory arrived, it 
did not come without cost. There 
were 3,000 dead out of a casualty 
list of 10,000 Three out of the 


four Victoria Crosses won at 
Vimy were awarded posthumous¬ 
ly- 

The Canadian victory at 
Vimy had a great impact at home 
and abroad At home, there was 
jubilation that Canada had 
triumphed where others had 
failed Confidence and a sense of 
patriotism arrived with the news 
from France Abroad, Canada 
was applauded by world leaders. 

The Canadian war record 
crowned by the achievements at 
Vimy, won for Canada a separate 
signature on the peace treaty 
ending the First World War 

Fittingly, the memorial com¬ 
memorating the 60,000 Cana¬ 
dians killed in the First World 
War stands atop Vimy Ridge on 
land given to Canada in 
perpetuity by the people of 
F ranee. 

The Vimy Memorial honors 
and mourns those who were the 
nation-builders of their time 

For, as their commanding 
officer General Byng was to say 
later: 

"There they stood on Vimy 
Ridge that 9th day of April, 1917, 
men from Quebec stood shoulder 
to shoulder with men from 
Ontario, men from the Maritimes 
with men from British Columbia, 
and there was forged a nation 
tempered by the fires of sacrifice 
and hammered on the anvil of 
high adventure."

Canada's internal procedures are 
little changed They will still hold 
up larger refunds and other 
returns not meeting their internal

6. Simply pushing a button 
to communicate information to 
Revenue Canada will not save an 
accountant much time Experi¬ 
ence and knowledge is often 
required before you can be sure 
of pushing the right button 

7. "The method saves a lot 
of time and money," is quoted 
but it isn't clear for whom. On the 
fact of it, it would not appear to 
,ave taxpayers any time The 
main element of cost to the 
taxpayer is the amount of tax that 
Revenue Canada extracts It is 
precisely on efforts to minimize 
or reduce this cost that account¬ 
ants spend most of their time So 
it seems that it's mainly Revenue 
Canada's 'time and money' that 
is going to be 'saved Don t let s 
hold our breath, however, wait¬ 
ing for them to lay off staff or to

Four local pilots, flying from 
the Olds/Didsbury Airport, join¬ 
ed the search for a lost plane last 
month as part of the largest aerial 
search ever held in Alberta. 

Ken Bird of Didsbury, Jan 
Ingram of Sundre, and Morley 
J ones and Gerald Bakken of Olds 
took part in the search for a lost 
1992 Beechcraft Bonanza which 
failed to arrive on schedule in 
Calgary from Rainbow Lake on 
March 19. Lost with the plane 
were pilot Delmar Henderson 
and passenger Hugh Bothner, 
both of Calgary. 

In a press release issued last 
week, Ken Bird said the search, 
initiated by the Canadian Armed 
Forces and the volunteer Civilian 
Air Search and Rescue Associa¬ 
tion (CASARA), was well organ¬ 
ized and effective. 

"If survivors were able to 
signal with smoke or mirror 
flashes in the 3,500 square miles 
that we searched, the probability 
of rescue was very high," he 
said. "The training given to us by 
the military and CASARA is 
excellent as shown by this 
search." 

Bird said 73 aircraft took 
part in the search, covering 
135,000 square kilometers, in¬ 
cluding 10,000 feet high moun¬ 
tains and wet muskeg 

" It is gratifying to know that 
for a lost aircraft, hunter or child, 
there are well trained volunteers 
ready to conduct a search and 
rescue," Bird added "I would 
like to complement those volun¬ 
teers who were part of our crew 
through the week." 

Local spotters who volun¬ 
teered their time during the 
rescue attempt were: Don Ryan 
of Didsbury and Teresa Canning 
and Ron Botham of Sundre.

World Evangelism was the 
subject of a three-part lecture 
series presented in Bergthal 
Mennonite Church on last month 
by Missiology professor Fred 
Friesen, at the Mountain View 
Bible College His first talk 
established the base for mis¬ 
sions: The confession that Jesus 
Christ is Messiah 

The second session showed 
God's work in the world today as 
His followers spread the Good 
News to every area of the globe. 
This spread is most positive in 
Latin America, like El Salvador 
where one church has 90,000 
members meeting in 120 worship 
places. In parts of Africa, the 
Gospel is also spreading like a 
fire. Uganda's population is 
50% Christian and Nigeria alone 
sends out 2,000 Christian mis¬ 
sionaries to other countries. 

The former Soviet Union is 
now more open to God's 
message Gideon Bibles are 
welcome in every high school and 
their distributors are asked to 
spend a whole day with the 
students. People are free to 
gossip the Good News in all the 
land, and pastors, recently 
released from prison, are invited 
back to preach to the prison 
inmates. In China where authori¬ 


ties are again tightening the 
repression of Christianity, God's 
power is erupting in a new 
movement dubbed "barefoot 
evangelism." Four- to six-thou¬ 
sand young single men are 
fanning out over the nation They 
are constantly on the move, 
spreading the Gospel as they go. 
Africa also has its share of these 
barefoot evangelists, as persecu¬ 
tion is increasing in some 
countries. 

On the last evening, Mr 
Friesen dealt with Christ's Great 
Commission to do missions, and 
why Canadian believers have 
become so slow in spreading the 
Good News. Three reasons he 
cited were: 

1. Religious pluralism has 
led Canadian Christians to 
become so tolerant of other 
religions that they continue to 
talk with their adherents, but 
they do not proseletize. 

2. Christians debate wheth¬ 
er or not those who haven't heard 
of Jesus Christ are lost. 

3. Many deny the authority 
of Scripture. 

These sessions on world 
evangelism were an inspiration to 
the people at Bergthal Mennonite 
Church to take up the cause of 
spreading the Good News.
